The names, addresses, and telephone numbers of publishers 
are provided at the end of the bibliography. Sources of materials for 
families from several organizations such as the National Institute of 
Mental Health and the National Mental Health Organization are noted 
and information is provided on newsletters from the National Alliance 
for the Mentally 111.

• contacting teacher associations, organizations for ad- 
ministrators, or other professional groups to identify 
what resources on mental illness they make available 
for use by schools.
